Washington, April 30 — It will be 
a matter <d only a few day s before 
the United States militia companies 
now mobilized are on their w ay to 
Europe and less than six weeks be­ 
fore they are actually in battle with 
the Germans, if the allies’ recom­ 
mendation** to the American g ov ern­ 
ment are approv ed by the adminis­ 
tration. 
The allies want American 
troop* in batches of sev eral hundred 
to go at once to Europe aboard ev ery 
ship that sails. 
This will obv iate the 
necessity of sending enormous m a ss­ 
es of men to one place and of stop ­ 
ping 
munition 
and 
food 
ships to 
carry them. 
They want national g uardsmen who 
were at the border because they feel 
these men were equipped 
by 
their 
border work to g o at once to tho 
western front and train within sound 
of the big g uns so they will be tem ­ 
pered for battle in not long er than 
tiv e weeks. 
These American troops, the allied 
hav e assured this gov ernment, will 
tight a s American units under their 
own color*. 
The allies’ recommen­ 
dations were intended to wean this 
count,ry away from the idea before 
American troops go abroad they must 
be trained here for months.

Somewhat Larger Yield of M ilk and 
M ilk Fat Obtained Than When 
They Were Chopped. 


In a foreign ex periment with d airy 
cows it was fou nd that the feed ing 
of whole beets prod u ced a somewhiU 
larger y ield of milk and milk fat than 
when chopped beets were fed , this in- 
crease probably being d u e to more 
complete mastication and u tilization. 


Du ring last su mmer the college of 
agricu ltu re at 
Colu mbia receiv ed a 
good many inqu iries concerning a d is- 
caso which was affecting the leav es 
«>f peach trees. 
Samples of this d is 
case, ex amined by Dr. J. <\ Whitten, 
professor of horticu ltu re, showed that 
the trou ble was leaf cu rl. 
Observ a­ 
tions on the part <»f the men d oing ex ­ 
tension work from the d epartment of 
horticu ltu re showed also that in a f« *w 
sections of the state, leaf cu rl was su f­ 
ficiently abu nd ant to d o consid erable 
inju ry to peach trees. 
Peach-lenf cu rl first makes its ap­ 
pearance shortly after the blossoming 
season of the peach. 
The d isease is 
cau sed by a fu ngu s which grows in the 
leav es. 
The affected part of the leaf 
has a thickened , pu ffed appearance 
that is more or less cu rled or wrinkled . 
If the weather is cool particu larly , a 
red d ish color is likely t«> occu r along 
the bord er of some of these pu ffed am! 
thickened areas. 
Inju ry to the leav es 
is likely to continu e u ntil some time 
in Ju ne when the d iseased portions. 
H>r the most part, tu rn black, soft, and 
bad ly -iu fectod leav es d rop. 
It is not feasible to check this leaf 
cu rl d u ring the su mmer, once it has 
mad e its appearance on the leav es. 
To prev ent its reappearance the com­ 
ing spring, the tree shou ld he spray « 1«] 
properly d u ring the d ormant season 
this winter or in early spring. 
Lime- 
su lphu r is the spray most connnonly 
u sed and if properly applied will en­ 
tirely prev ent leaf cu rl. 
In sections where San .Tose scale « \- 
ists the same spray ing which shou ld be 
d one for the scale *v ill also prev ent 
leaf cu rl. 
This spray consists of one 
part commercial lime-su lphu r t<* eight 
parts water. 
For San .Jose scale and 
for leaf cu rl combined it may he ap­ 
plied to the tr« ‘«‘s in early winter after 
they hav e become thorou ghly d « >rmant. 
or in early spring .iu st before the bin Is 
«>1' th« ‘ tree start to grow. « Jf no San 
Jose scale is present in th« 1 orchard and 
l« *af cu rl alone is to he spray er for, 
the lime-su lphu r may be d ilu ted to one 
part of the lime-su lphu r to 1"> gallons 
of water and pu t on in early spring, 
shortly before th** trees start growth.

matter of the farmer figuring out the

T ’s a good rule that works both ways. When the farmer 
supports the home merchant and the home merchant 
supports the farmer, you have the real pillar of society.

Likewise, the merchant has poor business when the service 
is not the best possible.

multitude

varieties of roses of differ­ 
ent hues available for use iu a 
cut flower gardeu, so that every 
rose gardener should be able to 
find some to please him. 
The 
principal 
groups of these are 
hybrid perpetuáis, teas, hybrid 
teas, 
Bengala, 
Bourbons 
and 
Chinas. 
The hybrid perpetuáis are the 
hardiest of the cut flower roses 
and are the only ones to be re­ 
lied upon in the colder parts of 
the country and in the rural dis­ 
tricts of the dry land region. 
They usually bloom only in the 
early 
summer, 
but sometimes 
bloom a second tim e if thorough­ 
ly pruned, especially if given a 
midsummer check by dry w eath­ 
er. 
In the warmer sections with 
plenty of moisture the hybrid 
teas are more desirable. 
When 
properly treated the latter bloom 
from spring until cold weather. 
They will succeed on the south­ 
ern portions of the great plains 
if they can be irrigated, but are 
not adapted to the sections of 
that region where irrigation is 
not available. 
Tea roses are more tender than 
hybrid teas. 
Although some of 
them are weak growers, they 
are most attractive. 
They suc­ 
ceed well in the south Atlantic 
and gulf state's and on the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
These and the hy­ 
brid teas provide the most sat­ 
isfactory rose's in 
the regions 
where they succeed. 
T he China or Bengal rose Is 
one of the forms from which a 
great many of the garden roses 
have been developed. But few of 
these varieties are now offered 
by nurserymen. 
The Bourbon rose is best known 
through the variety Souvenir de 
la Malmaison, which in hardi­ 
ness compares 
favorably., with 
the hybrid teas. 
There also are 
other varieties.

The season for planting barley If 
one w eek late, and therefore, barlev 
can be put in to advantage up to the 
10th of May, and perhaps the 15th. if 
is generally the best farm practice to 
put barley in just ahead of corn planr 
ing. There is less labor in producing 
a field of barley than a field of corn 
and a great deal less risk. If you are 
short of labor on your farm it will pa\ 
you to put in some barley. 
If you put in all of your crops and 
still have some land idle, both oats 
and barley can be sowm for hay ot 
green 
feed 
which will be immensely 
valuable this year. 


I barlev is sown up into June, but that 
‘ Is not advocated in this counfrv. Still, 
the second or third week In May will 
proba hi v be safe this year. 
A drill or broadcast seeder Is com ­ 
monly’ used and the barley is sown 
at the rate of 1U to 2 bushels to the 
acre Where it Is desirable to seed the 
land down to clover and timothy, 1 to 
1 1 2 bushels of seed barley as a nurse 
crop is sufficient.
